The  above  two  queallous  no  doubt  have 
frequently  formed  the  basis  of  argumeut 
between  moralists,  sabbatariaus  and 
1  lo'oioglaUB'OU  one  aide  ami  free  thinkers, 
liberals  and  men  indifferent  to  religious 
or  methaphysical  questions  on  tho 
other  side. 

I'he  armies  of  controversabsts  have 
ItvquenUy  met'  and  clashed,  but  the  re¬ 
sult  has  invariably  been  au  indecisive 
.■outlet  or  uu  evenly  drawn  battle.  The 
former  the  two  armies  Is  always  driven 
Ian  k  to  its  fortress  of  fatalism  where  it 
cannot  be  dislodged,  or  the  latter  army 
is  drivou  into  tbe  mist  of  higher  luw, 
such  us  the  assertion  that  "  necessity 
and  mercy  are  higher  in  authority  than 
any  mandate  of  the  Bible  "  and  where 
there  opponents  cannot  pursue  the  at¬ 
tack.  In  all  questions  of  this  kind  the 
couimmon  people liave  to  draw  their  de¬ 
ductions  from  the-facts  as  they  are  seen, 
and  felt  in  every  day  life  aud  the  follow¬ 
ing  narration  of  a  series  of  mishaps,  may 
aid  some  people  In  reaching  sound  con¬ 
clusions  on  a  matter  of  grave  import¬ 
ance.

set,  to  bis  mishap,  deemed  It  prudent  to 
look  at.  bis  own  wheefl,  and  was  chagrined

.Inst  a  word  or  two  als/nt  the  packing 
ot'  flowers,  faqts,  if  yon  want  your  gift 
to  arrive  almost  as  fresh  as  whetuyou 
picked  them.  If  yon  desire  to  semi  roses, 
insert  tho  cut  stems  into  a  raw'  potato, 
and  the  moisture  will  keep  them  frum  f>ttbout 
wilting,  while  the  flowers  themselves 
should  be  wrapped  in  wax  pniier.  For 
small  blossoms,  such  as  violets,  sweet 
peas, or  orange  flowers,  pack  them  closely 
In  damp  moss,  but  never  \v«t  the  flow¬ 
ers  themselves.  Cover  always  with 
waxed  paper,  and  in  ease  you  can  pro¬ 
cure  a  tin  or  liglrriviSght  wooden  Ikix  it 
will  insure  their  safe  arrival,  aR  a  paste¬ 
board  box  is  apt  to  got  broken.— HI.
